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The 2001-2002 school year proved to be a 
productive and challenging year for Post Falls 
School district.  As always the district focused on 
improving the educational programs and student 
achievement. 
 
The district made considerable progress towards 
preparing our students to meet the state standards.  
The district curriculum has been aligned to the state 
curriculum and the staff has prepared checklists and 
timelines regarding when those state curriculum 
items will be taught and mastered.  The district also 
administered the pilot Idaho Student Achievement 
Exam to all 9th graders via computer. 
 
The district conducted a Management and 
Operational Review.  An outside team of evaluators 
made over 60 specific recommendations of 
improvement. 
 
The third major district initiative was the 
development of a new Long Range Facility Plan.  A 
30-member committee developed a recommended 
plan regarding how to provide appropriate student 
housing through the year 2012. 

State Content and Exiting standards, 
Curricular Alignment Aligned all district 
curriculum to the State Content and Exiting 
Standards. 

 Teachers developed curricular checklists 
and timelines regarding the teaching of the 
state curriculum.  Began identification and 
remediation of students who need additional 
help meeting the standards.  All 9th graders 
took the pilot Idaho Standards Achievement 
test via computer. 

   
Management and Operational Review.  The district conducted a Management and 

Operational Review in late October.  In 
January the review team, comprised of 
educational leaders from around the state, 
provided the district with 60 
recommendations for improvements.

parents and patrons updated the district 
strategic plan for facilities and developed a

Riverbend Professional Technical 
Academy 

 The tri-district consortium (Post Falls, 
Lakeland and Coeur d’Alene) was able to 
maintain the program even with the loss of 
grant funding.
